PIETY AND POLITICS. 
Ir has been remarked to us that at the recent 
meeting of the Liberation Society in the London 
Tavern, there was so striking a paucity of the 
Dissenting pastors of London and its immediate 
vicinity, as to provoke a very general inquiry as 
to the probable cause of it. The fact itself we 
are certainly unable to deny—the reasons which 
would account for it are as various as, in our 
judgment, they are unsatisfactory. But since a 
friend has called our attention to one class of 
reasons which, owing partly to the high character 
of the reverend gentleman by whom they were 
urged, and y to the spiritual gloss which 
overspreads them, have exerted, no doubt, a power- 
ful influence, we make no apology for passing 
them under review, although some months have 
passed since they were given to the world. 

The passage upon which we are about to ani- 
madvert occurs in an introductory discourse de- 
livered at the Forty-third Annual Session of the 
Baptist Union of Great Britain and Ireland, by 
the Hon. and Rev. Baptist W. Noel, and published 
soon afterwards, “in compliance with a very ear- 
nest desire expressed by the brethren assembled 
at the session.” The discourse seems intended 
to furnish an answer to the “py it 
comes to pass that the doctrines of the Gospel 
are so powerless in the hands of the Churches 
of that denomination, and why their efforts 
fail? The answer to this question the preacher 
looks for “in the Word of God.” e says, 
with great truth and effect. There I find 
that, in order to attract the nations to the Gospel, 
the Church must shine with Divine glory, 
becoming, through the Holy Spirit, resplendent 
in wisdom and faith, in love, holiness, and 
spirituality.” To this statement few Christian 
men of any denomination will be disposed to 
object. The most efficient Churches, undoubtedly, 
are those the members of which are most earnest 
in nourishing and exercising their spiritual life. 
Mr. Noel then exhibits several advantages which 
the Churches would derive from “an extensive 
revival of godliness,” one of which is, that ‘it 
would materially promote our ecclesiastical prin- 
ciples.” We most cordially agree with him that 
such would be the natural result of an expansion 
of religious life, but we cannot but regard the 
illustrative remarks by which he supports this 

ition, as implying a sad confusion of,ideas. 
But our readers shal] judge for themselves. Mr. 
Noel says :— 

With the aim of the Society for the Liberation of 
Religion from State Patronage and Control, no candid 
advocate of the Establishment can find fault. As it is 
his duty to support the union of the Churches of Christ 
with the State because he believes it to be right and 
expedient, it is our duty to advocate their separation from 
the State, because we believe that separation to be godly 
and scriptural, wise and beneficial to religion. It is no 
less clear that political ny oe may be sought by political 
means. Since Churches have come under State control 
by the action of the State, they must be released by the 
same action; and if ts the duty of Christians who see the 
mischief which State patronage of the Churches does to 
the cause of Christ, to persuade the State to withdraw it. 

It is impossible, we think, to give a fairer or 
more pertinent illustration, than is contained in 
the foregoing quotation, of the position previously 
laid down by Mr. Noel, that “an extensive 
revival of godliness” in the Churches would ma- 
terially promote our ecclesiastical principles,”

A worse effect of political activity to pastors 
is that it is likely to injure our own spirit. Much 
association with wordly politicians, even for good 
objects, is calculated to create in us a worldly temper ; 
and constant antagonism is apt to embitter our minds 
against opponents till we exaggerate their failings and 
misrepresent their motives; or should these evils be 
avoided, still, at best, we lavish on secondary objects 
the precious energies with which God has called us to 
contend for the faith. But eminent piety in pastors 
and Churches will, without these dangers, evidently 
accomplish the parliamentary victories which we seek, 
It will convince our opponents that our opposition to 
the connexion of the Church with the State arises from 
zeal for Christ and for His cause; it will lead our 
Churches to support their pastors liberally, by which 
a popular argument for the necessity of Establishments 
would be destroyed; it will win for our Churches the 
affection and respect of all true disciples of Christ, who 
will on that account cease to be jealous of the 
progress of our principles; our numbers will in- 
crease ; above all, God will bless us; and we may thus 
do far more in a few years to free the Church of England 
from all State control, and to free ourselves from the 
hindrances to our action presented by the Establishment, 
—_ we could have done by thirty years of political 
warfare. 


Now, we put it to any candid mind whether, in 
the above paragraph, piety is not represented 
(unconsciously, no doubt, to the speaker) as dis- 
couraging its subjects from all political efforts to 
effect a liberation of the Churches from State 
patronage and control, although it has been 
admitted to be clear, chat since Churches have 
come under State control by the action of the 
State, they must be released by the same action.” 
And why is political effort thus deprecated? 
Because it is always dangerous to Christians— 
because it irritates opponents "—and because it 
is calculated to “ create in us a worldly temper.” 
We are extremely sorry to see a man of Mr. 
Noel's earnest religiousness lend the influence of 
his powerful name to so common, and, in our 
view, so pernicious an error.

QUR CHURCH-RATE RECORD. 
Cuuacu;, wate Conner us Hacknerx, — On 
Thursday, between 300 and 400 of the parishioners of 
ey assembled in the vastry of the parish church, 
and thenee by adjournment to the hall of the old 
Manor-house, to consider the propriety of imposing a 
Church+rate for defraying the gurrent expenses of the 
churchwardens for the ensuing year. The Nev. Mr. 
Goodchild, the rector, presided. The Dissenters re- 
sident in the parish were prosent in considerable force 
te oppose the rate, with Mr. Samuel Morley and other 
influential gontlewon at their head. The sum to be 
provided for by the rate was estimated at 576/. 12s. 9d., 
aud it included, among other items, the cost of re- 
pairing the churchyard, the repairing and tuning o! 
the organ, the sularivs of the vestry clerk and othe 
inferior officers, such us the beadle, sexton, and pew- 
openers. Mr. Ramsay, one of the churchwardens, 
pro d that a rate of three halfpence in the pound 
ed over the whole parish to defray the estimated 
exponditure. Mr. Isuac Sewell, on the part of the 
Dissenting body, moved an amendment to the effect 
that, having regard to à resolution passed by the 
on the 30th of August — in public 
wy, by a show of hands, and afterwards by a 
deys’ poll, that the rate then proposed be refused 
on the round that Church-rates were fraught with 
many social evils, and that the estimate laid before the 
vestry contained various objectionable items, the 
present vestry roafflrmed the principle then asserted, 
und refused the rate now proposed, He urged the 
vestry to pass the amendment in a speech of some 
length, in whieli he characterised the attempt to defray 
expenses iu question by a rate which was to be 
levied upon Churenmen. Dissenters, and these who 
were neither, without distinction, throughout the whole 
a8 unjust, mean, and unchristian. He contended 
also that there was: nolaw to enforce aChurch-rate u pon 
a parish, unless the parishioners themselves chose to 
saddle themeaives with it. Tue amendment, which was 
seconded by Mr. Bateman, gave rise to a discussion of 
which much feeling was shown om both 
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somewhat personal matter, turning upon the exact 
way in which a proposition made a few months ago 
by the Dissenters to compromise the matter at issue 
between them and the Churchmen was met by the 
rector and churchwardens, and fell to the ground. 


gives up, the Dissenters would raise among them- 
selvas, by voluntary contributions, more than they 
were asked by the compulsory rate to contribute to 
the estimated the ehureb wardens, and

Mr. Morley expressed his great regret that 
that offer had not been accepted, for he was convinced 
that the acceptance of it would have put an end to this 
unbappy dispute, and the Churchmen and Dissenters 
in the parish would thenceforth have lived on terms of 
amity with each other. In the discussion which 
followed, the rector, Mr. G. Greenwood, Mr. William 
Allam, Mr. Duval, Mr. Blaxland, the Rev. Mr. Heath- 
cote, of Stamford-hill; Mr. Green, Mr. Pulley, the 
vestry clerk, and several other gentlemen, took part on 
beth sides; and it eventually resulted in the amend- 
ment refusing the rate being earried by an immense 
majority. A poll was demanded on the part of the 
rector and the churchwardens, A 


at five o'clock, v 
flowing by rate-payers eager to learn the precise result. 
The Rev. T. O. Goodchild, declared the numbers to be: 


For the rate, 882; against, 1,299; giving a majority o 


417 votes against the rate. The majority of persons 
was still more decisive, being 503 for, 1,001 against. 
The announcement was received with loud and re- 
peated cheers. A hearty vote of thanks to the chair- 
man, proposed by Mr. S. Morley, seconded by Mr. H. 
Bateman, and — by Mr. James Powell, termi- 
uated the proceedings, which from beginning to end 
attracted a Serger degree of interest than any question 
which for many years has come before the inhabitants 
of Hackney. 

Curist Cucrow, Newaate-street.—In October 
last the quiet disorder of the vestry in this parish was 
disturbed by an opposition to a proposal for a Church- 
rate, for which the pro-rate party was 80 little pre- 
pared, that their only resource was to prevail on she 
chairman, the Rev. Michael Gibba, the Vicar, to refuse 
the demand for a poll upon an amendment to adjourn 
the consideration of the subject for six months. In 
consequence of this (as they were advised) illegal deci- 
sion, the opponents of the rate declined to pay, and no 
steps have been taken to enforce it. On Wednesday 
last, a meeting of the vestry was held for making a 
new rate, when an amendment was moved to leave out 
of the estimates the salary of the organist and pew- 
opener, on the ground that those who benefited by 
their services ought to pay them; which the vicar re- 
fused to put to the vestry, because it was what he 
termed n declaratory resolution, and not a simple 
amendment on the estimates.” Whereupon a protest 
was handed in; and on the question, “that a rate of 
twopence in the pound be now made,” the following 
umendment was proposed by Mr. H. R. Ellington, 
and ably supported by Messrs, Poster, Carter, Bouser, 
and others: That the support of religion by force of 
law is contrary to the spirit of Christianity, and sub- 
jects many of its conscientious adherents to unjust 
exactions, and that this vestry therefore resolves to 
postpone for three months the consideration of the 
rate, and agrees that in the mean time the expenses of 
public worship shall be raised by voluntary subscrip- 
tion” Much amasement was afforced by Alderman 
Eugleton demanding in solemn form that the movers 
and supporters should sign their names, to show that 
it was not the act of the “vestry,” but only of certain 
parties: however, the chairman declined to put the 
amendment, for the same — upon which he re- 
fused the previous one, and after a second protest, the 
unti-rate party took no further proceedings, and left 
the vestry. We understand that a committee has 
been formed, who, by the circulation of the tracts and 
handbills of the Society for the Liberation of Religion, 
and other means, hope to stir up their neighbours to a 
vigorous Opposition at Euster next. Meanwhile they 
have good reason for believing that the rate is bad, 
and cannot be enforced, 

Sr. Nicholas, Worcester.—On Friday, a vestry 
meeting. for the purpose of making a Church-rate, was 
held in the most central and wealthy parish of the 
cathedral city of Worcester. The church is attended 
by a numerous and fashionable congregation, and the

A memorial has been addressed to the Queen by 
the officers of the three regiments of Guards, com- 
plaining of the operation of the recent warrant on 
14 and praying for a reconsideration of 
it e Guards are desirous of being placed on an 
“equality with their more fortunate brethren of the 
Line.” The document which thus arraigns the recent 
proceedings of the War Department and the Horse 
Guards is signed by Prince Albert, the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, and the commanding officer of each regiment 
of Guards. It appears that the warrant in question 
laid down that all Lieutenant-Colonels bona fide act- 
ing as field officers for three years should tpso facto 
become full Colonels. Therefore, from the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel dated the period of service ne- 
cessary for the rank of General. Line and Guards 
were therefore placed on an equality, in subversion 
of the old usage which formerly obtained. The rule 
excluded from benefit those Captains of the Guards 
who are by custom Brevet Lieutenant-Colonels in the 
army, but included the two seniors of that rank in each 
battalion, who take the place of Major—a rank which 
does not exist in the Guards, The Guards’ complaint 
is, that from the Army Lust as it stood previously to 
the promulgation of this warrant, it is shown that the 
field officers of the Guards who have become Colonels 
by the operation of the warrant are of a longer average 
length of service than those belonging to the Line.

It 
was, however, determined to slaughter them for food, 
The people perished so fast that it was impossible 
for the survivors to perform the rites of sepulture. 
There was scarcely a cellar in which some corpse was 
not decaying. Such was the extromity of distress, that 
the rate who came to feast in those hideous dens were 
eagerly hunted and greedily devoured. A small fish 
caught in the river was not to be purchased with mere

THE SURRENDER OF KARS. 


Russia has, at length, wrested from Turkey some 
slight satisfaction for the di pointment and 
humiliation she sustained at Alia and has 
succeeded in closing the campaign of 1855 with a 
shout of ag Kars, reduced to the last 
extremity by famine, has surrendered. The 
gallant General Kmety is reported to have 
effected his escape; but General Williams. and 
the entire Turkish garrison, are now prisoners of 
war. 

The success besides being — unlike in this 
respect to that of the Allies at Sebastopol— 
complete in itself, reflects renown on the 
Russian arms. The horrible loss of General 
Mouravieff at the recent general assault—the 
near approach of winter, bringing with it, as it 
might fairly be expected to do, the deep snows of 
Armenia and the advance of Omar Pasha into Mir- 
og ht have been held a sufficient excuse 
or the of the siege by the Russian com- 
mander. But no such excuse would he accept.

of every disaster, he held on to the end, and re- 
ceived his reward. 

Although the garrison of Kars surrendered at 
discretion, no military dishonour attaches to 
them. All that heroic courage and fortitude 
could do to hold the place, they did. For three 
months past, their daily life has been one of 
severe privation, cheerfully endured. Never for 
a moment have they relaxed their vigilance. 
Not once have they given their beleaguring 
foe an advantage over them. Their generals 
were found equal to their arduous posts—the 
soldiers themselves were docile, patient, and full 
of courage. Not Russia, but hunger, conquered 
them at last. That upland city, closely invested, 
and inadequately provisioned, could furnish sut- 
sistence to 16,000 men, for a limited time only. 
However they might eke out their stores by stern 
abstemiousness, it was beyond their power to 
refill the void. For this relief they were neces- 
sarily dependent on external aid. That aid never 
reached them—and, like brave men, they sub- 
mitted to an inevitable fate. 

But why were they left without succour? Kars 
was known to be in serious danger several months 
ago. It is not so far from the southern coast of 
the Black Sea as to render it impracticable for a 
relieving army to have reached it in time to avert 
its fate. The mountain range (the Saghanlu 
Dagh) lying between it and Erzeroum, although 
dificult, was not impassable. The Turkish 
army in the Crimea was lying there inac- 
tive. Our own Turkish contingent was available 
in the early autumn.

With whom, then, 
does the blame rest that Kars has fallen? With 
Vely Pasha, whose advance from Erzeroum with 
a relieving army has been unaccountably slow” 
Or with the Sublime Porte, whose neglect of the 
besieged garrison has been disgracefully notorious? 
Or with the Western Powers, whose policy it would 
seem to have been to blight the military spirit of 
Turkey? Or with that intriguing diplomatic con- 
gress which, having its focus at Constantinople, 
paralyses and perverts all honest and earnest 
effort ? These are questions which we must profers 
ourselves wholly unable to answer; but to our 
minds one thing seems clear enough—that the 
Turkish loan has not placed Turkish military 
affairs —— a very improved footing. 

But although we are quite unable to solve the 
mystery. which has conduced to the capture of 
Kars, and know not whether it may be traced up 
to the ineradicable corruptions of the Ottoman 
Government, or to the sinister policy of the Allies 
in relation to Turkey, we are sorry to say that the 
event itself has occurred side by side with inci- 
dents caletilated to excite grave suspicions. We 
have not the least sympathy with the Ottoman 
dynasty—we look upon the Turkish rule in Europe 
asa standing calamity—we neither believe in, nor 
should we rejoice at, the vitality of the now as- 
cendant race in Constantinople—we have no 
desire whatever to perpetuate that monstrous 
anomaly. That no efforts of the Western Powers 
could long save it from extinction, we hold to be 
indisputable—nor if they could, wald it be worth 
saving. As against Russia, indeed, they may be 
able to achieve what they call“ the integrity and 
independence of the Ottoman empire — but as 
against the rapid process of internal decay, they

For a century and a half it has 
been the fashion to call the substitution of Wil 
liam for James a glorious revolution, and there is 
no doubt that it was inevitable and beneficial— 
yet is it impossible to read of the transaction 
without shame and grief. In thirty years, the 
countrymen of Cromwell and Milton had come 
to put up with a Shaftesbury and Dryden—had 
been uced to beg of a foreign prince to save 
their oldest liberties, and to see with com- 
placency the progress of foreign troops from 
their shores to their capital, There were,

THE KUZZAUKS. 


„ The Kuzzauks are the ugliest race I have yet seen. 
Their complexion is a dirty white, burnt here and there, 
as on the nose and cheek bones, to the colour of raw beef. 
The cheek bones are high. The face either circular or 
tr lar. The lips are thin, eyes small, ill-formed, 
ill-coloured, and half-opened. e nose is a hideous 
aquiline—with sprawling nostrils. The men have gene- 
rally no 22 of beard, which greatly amused 
Nizaum, who has six ill-conditioned bristles on his own 
chin; and the similarity in the attire of the sexes 
render it very difficult for a stranger to distinguish them. 
The head-dress is a bonnet of inverted lamb’s or wolf's 
fur. The cloak is generally of skin. The feet are cased 
in hessians of brown leather. The average stature of 
those we have scen is about five feet three inches, 
but I am assured these are unfavourable specimens. 
. » During the process of loading the camels, 
I wandered towards the nearest Kuzzauk tents 
which I found preparing for a removal; the tents and 
baggage being packed upon sixteen camels, led by 
the women. e children were securely packed above 
the baggage, in a situation seemingly sufficiently perilous. 
I saw a child of four years wrestling with a young 
camel of four days, which had no notion of obeyin 
It was an absurd sight; the camel, 
although so young, towering far above the little bully 
and orang ont writhing its long neck above his head 
to avoid the blows. Mind, however, at length mastered 
matter. The women, at a short distance resembled 
peonies. Their faces are furiously red; their features 
extremely coarse. They have the figures of bears, and 
the dress of toadatools, torn by the gale. . . . The food 
was now brought in, upon a dozen wooden bowlsor platters, 
and placed before us. It consisted of boiled mutton, 
soused in its own soup. Bread and vegetables are things 
quite unknown in these parts. Kuzzauks are entirely 
carnivorous, The whole party fed on, like a pack of 
wolves ; my own stomach was quite turned by the scene 
before me. Never did 1 see so much flesh devoured 
in so brief a space. Yet I have witnessed the feasts of 
tigers and wolves. . . The women did not appear till 
chins had done wagging ; but two of the senoras entered, 
afterwards, to serve out curdled milk (mahss) in large 
bowls, The broth of the mutton, also, was broughtin and 
distributed, being swigged as if it had been beer. The 
bowls were handed to the women, who scraped them 
clean with their thumbs, then plunged those members 
into their mouths, and _ into the bowls with a 
rapidity truly admirable. thumb and tongue are the 
only po ey in Khaurism-—water is never thrown away 
upon either bowl or person. The Tartars are right not 
toeat with their women. Imagine a pretty girl with a 
— 4 head in both her lily hands, tearing off the scalp, 
picking out the eyes by the insertion of her fore-finger, 
cracking them between her teeth, like gooseberries, 
thrusting the same pretty finger in after the brain, and 
sucking away at the apertures. All which I saw ex- 
ecuted by one of the men, in a most natural and edify- 
ing manner.’ 

When Major Abbott returned to Europe, he 
brought with him a young Afghaun, whose ad- 
ventures and impressions of Europe, its people, 
and its manners, are narrated in some of the most 
amusing chapters of the book. We are sorry we 
have no space for extract from these Summud 
Khauniana. We bave said enough, and quoted 


enough, to induce our readers to seek these highly 
entertaining volumes. 


REPRINTS AND NEW EDITIONS. 

Foremost amongst a number of reprints and new 
editions, to which we are glad to devote a few lines, is 
Mesers. Johnstone and Hunter's issue of the three con- 
cluding volumes of The Works of Du. Joux Owen; 
containing the completion of The Exposition of the Epistle 
to the Hebrews (Vols. V., VI, VII.) Wearehappy to con- 
gratulate the subscribers and the publishers, on the suc- 
cess and completion of this great undertaking. The 
edition is not only the best in which Owen has appeared, 
but also the most accurate and handsome in which the 
works of any Nonconformist divine have been presented. 
We look now with interest for the promised edition of 
Howe; which, we again remind our readers, is to con- 
tain four treatises, above fifty sermons, and annotations 
on the Epistles of John, never before published. The 
subscription list is still open.—— Messrs. Constable and Co. 
have sent forth the Select Norte of Dr. CHatuuns, 
Vol. VI., containing Zhe Evidences of the Christian 
Revelation, Lectures on Paley, Kc. The “ Evidences ”’ 
are a reprint of the volumes published by himself,—the 
„ Lectures ”’ formed part of a volume of the Posthumous 
Works,—and there is added, the Introductory Essay, 
written for Collins's edition of treatises by Lealie, 
Lyttleton, Doddridge, and others, under the title of 
“The Christian’s Defence against Infidelity.” It is a 
most valuable volume; and, although there are phases of 
the subject which may require additional treatment in 
controversy with unbelief on the ground to which it at 
present resorts, there is no work on the whole question of 
the evidence for Christianity better fitted for general use- 
fulness than this celebrated work of Chalmers’s.——We 
receive from Messrs. Jackson and Walford the concluding 
volumes of the uniform and cheap edition of the Con- 
gregational Lectures; consisting of Da. Pre Surrun's 
Scripture and Geology DR. Bunnurt’s Theology of the 
Early Christian Church and Du. HALLEy’s Sacraments, 
Part II, These have been subjected to no modification ; 
but are reprints of the last editions superintended by 
their respective authors. When we remember the eager 
demand, the actual clamour, which existed a few years 
ago, for a reproduction of the Congregational Lectures in 
a cheap form, we can only say that this admirable and 
universally accessible edition ougA¢ to have succeeded al- 
most beyond precedent; and we hope it has. The pub 
lishers have done all that could be desired; and we 
trust the denomination and the public have done the 
same.—— Messrs. Clark, of Edinburgh, have reproduced 
the Princeton Theological Essays (First Series), with Pre- 
face by Rev. Dn. Farnparnn, The work has been well cir- 
culated in this country in the American edition, and must 
be known to most of our theological readers. Messers. 
Clark's edition surpasses the American in the getting - 
up as much as it does in cheapness. It is a handsome 
book. The work certainly contains the most able do- 
fences of Calvinistic tenets that have been written in 
recent days; but it has been for years specially dear to 
us, and often consulted by us, for the sake of Tholuck’s 
Lectures on the History of Theology on the Continent 
in the eighteenth century,—a translation of which it 
includes, and which, valuable as it is, the English 
student can find only in this volume. The 
Scottish Temperance League publishes a second 
edition of The Temperance Cyclopedia, compiled 
by the Rev. W. Rem (London: Houlstons), It 
is what it pretends to be—a perfect text-book on 
the Temperance question; and it is so much im- 
proved in this second edition as to be in many respects a 
new work. It contains facts and statistics, which form 
ita most valuable portions; but, also, it embodies a good 
deal of mere opinion, upon which the reader will some- 
times find occasion to exercise an independent judgdent. 
Messers. Ward and Co. have issued a fourth edition 
of The Curse of Britain, by the Rev. V. R. Baxen. 
The body of the work appears to be a re- 
mainder of some former issue, to which is pre- 
fixed an independently - paged introductory chapter 
on the Maine-law. The new preface will not 
attract the reader who knows nothing of the books in 
former editions.——Owur State Church; her Structure, 
Doctrine, Forms, and Character, by W. R. Baxzr 
(Ward and Co.), has been already reviewed and com- 
mended by us as a useful manual of Dissent; and 
we have only to add, that, on becoming familiar 
with it, we are rather pained by an occasionally 
displeasing tone that it has, although we acknow- 
ledge its spirit, clearness, truthfulness, and force. 
——A work which has ulready circulated ten thou- 
sand copies — partly by individual effort, however, 
—appears in a second and cheaper edition, of which the 
same number has been printed, - Gold and the Gospel ; 
or, the Scriptural Duty of Giving in proportion to Means 
and Income, (Nisbetand Co.) We need only announce 
this republication, and state that a general index is now 
added. The subject is one of much importance to the 
Church and philanthropy—and not less to men who are 
put in trust with wealth, but do not know their duty, or 
remember their Master. Whether such a book be alto- 
gether adapted to its commendable and appropriate 
end,—or whether it be not likely to ‘repel at 
first-sight the parties most needing it, —are ques- 
tions on which we have before expressed our 
doubts and fears.——We welcome with exceeding delight 
a reprint of Mrs. ScuimmeLPENNINCK’s J’ort Royal and 
its Saints (Cash); being a fifth edition, somewhat 
abridged, of the Select Memoirs of Port Royal,“ 3 
work long out of print. We remember the intense 


interest with which we read the book—oh, how many

years ago! and the profit remains with us still. Surely 
the editor is hardly correct in saying the very name of 
Port Royal has been almost forgotten in this country; 
—we believe more is popularly known of ite saints” 
than the editor supposes. At any rate, we thank him 
cordially for helping to make them better known, by this 
cheap reprint ; and thank the venerable authoress—whom 
we scarcely hoped to hear was living still—for her con- 
sent to the appearance of her work in sucha form.

Obituary. 

Cotonxt, Strnonr, the well-known member for 
Lincoln, died last week. name of the 22 
colonel has long been a household word as em- 
bodiment of honest but unreasoning Tory prejudice; 
down to the very last he showed himself a of 
the extinct school of Lord Eldon and the Duke of 
Newcastle, whom he thoroughly revered, and conse- 
quently, in these days of divided parties and allegiance, 
he found himself as frequently epposed to 2 
servative party as the late Frederick Lucas to his Liberal 
allies. The deceased gentleman was descended from 
an ancient family settled upwards of a century and a 
half at Canwick Hall, near Lincoln, many of whose 
members from time to time have represenced that city 
in Parliament. The late colonel was first elected in 
the high Tory interest in 1826, and with the exception 
of the brief Parliament of 1833-4, —. leg A the 
excitement consequent upon the ng of t orm 
Bill, he —ä— to represent incols to the day of 
bis death. He strenuously and consistently opposed 
in all their stages Catholic Emancipation, the Reform 
Bill, and the Abolition of Jewish Disabilities, and was 
one of the minority of fifty-three who censured 
free trade when Lord Derby was in office in Novem- 
ber, 1852.
